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indian Policy. 


So far as we have been able to gather from 
our eastern exchanges, the Government seems 
to be vascillating between the two policies, 
which have advocates on either side, relative 
to Indian matters. The bill to transfer the 
Indian Bureau from the Interior to the War 
Department, appears to have failed in Con- 
gress either for want of time or for some other 
reason. 80, while the Secretary of War is 
sending his soldiers into the field to chastise 
the red skins, the Secretary of the Interior is 
sending his commissioners to investigate and 
report. it is just this sort of slip shod policy, 
half war and balf peace, which has so long 
entailed ruinous consequences on the country. 
General Sherman, in his report to General 
Geant, declared that the only policy which 
would give assurance of peace in the futuré, 
waa “‘extermination of the Sioux, men women 
and children. But there are still in Con- 
gress a goodly number of blanket diplomat- 
iste who insist on coaxing and bribing the 
navages by sugar plums and presents. The 
leader of this sentimental school of law-giv- 
era, strange as it may seem, comes from Min- 
nesota, a State which has suffered greatly 
from Indian massacres. Mr. Windom was 
one of the four or five members of the Con- 
gressionel Committee of Inquiry into the 
charges against Commissioner Bogy, and 
reported favorably, although it appeared in 
evidence that the Commissioner had sanc- 
tioned the sale of arms and ammunition to 
the red sins.
